When the sun comes out, Dana Stone’s merlot and vodka go into 
hibernation. ‘After a long, cold winter, people want to drink something 
fruity and fun, bright and full of color,” the River North resident told 
RedEye on a recent evening. What takes their place? “White wine and 
margaritas,” Stone, 40, said. 


The birds are chirping and the blenders are 
spinning— yep, it’s that time of year when trend 
trackers and drink experts give a fresh look 
to alcohol and start predicting summer’s hot 
cocktails. Last month, Esquire went so far as 
to proclaim the beer cocktail— beer mixed with 
liquor— one of the trends for 2009. So what are 
Chicagoans drinking this summer? And do they 
even care about drink trends? 

“I don’t follow cocktail trends really, but I 
like to try different ones when I first hear about 
them,” Stone said. “I’ll try anything that’s rec- 
ommended, and if I like it. I’ll stick with it.” 

Mojitos, caipirinhas, vodka lemonades and 
white wine were the warm-weather libations of 
choice most often mentioned by drinkers who 
talked with RedEye. 

At the bars, trends often take their cues from 
the culinary world, according to Nacional 27 
mixologist Adam Seger, noting a recent move- 
ment toward fresh ingredients. 

“More and more places are featuring organic 
ingredients,” said Seger, who has a plot in a 
^JC^sconsin farm specifically dedicated to Nacional 
27’s food and bar menus. “There is a growing 
demand for freshness, so some restaurants actu- 
ally grow their ingredients on property” 


This summer, Seger predicts more customers 
will order drinks that use rum and cachaca, a 
liquor that originated in Brazil. 

“They often involve tropical fruits and are 
associated with warmer weather and vacation,” 
said Seger, whose featured drink this summer is a 
strawberry-rhubarb-basil-balsamic mojito, an $ii 
concoction named one of the 20 best cocktails in 
America by GQ magazine in August. “They’re a 
memory cocktail for many people.” 

Some drinkers base their choices on what’s 
available. 

“I usually drink more white wine in the sum- 
mer, and sometimes I’ll order cool drinks like 
vodka lemonade because it seems most places 
don’t offer it in winter,” said Amy McMahon, 
37, of Wicker Park. 

Esquire’s predictions — which also included 
absinthe gummi bears and tequila cocktails— 
brought summer boozing back to the basics 
with beer, but with a twist. Proclaiming the 
rise of “dignified, beer-based concoctions,” the 
men’s lifestyle mag singled out The Loretto, 
served at Loft Six Ten in Wicker Park. The 
drink, which costs $9, mixes Maker’s Mark 
bourbon, Midori liqueur, and fresh apple and 
lime juices, then tops them with ginger beer. 


Best 
or bust?

Hub at first light

The scene: It's a wonder that Hub 
51 went nearly a year without serving 
brunch. The River North restaurant 
does just about everything else, from 
tacos in the bar to sushi in the din- 
ing room to late-night drinks in the 
subterranean lounge, Sub 51, Until last 
weekend, brunch was the one holdout. 

Turns out the mid-day meal suits 
Hub 51 quite well. The innocuous 
music (damn, it's been a long time 
since we've heard Paul Simon) is 
unlikely to rattle anyone who's been 
out too late the night before. Service 
is Lettuce-Entertain-%u smooth and 
attentive, (Our server even asked if we 
preferred our poached eggs runny or 
firm, an essential but oft-overlooked 
question,) And get this: There's a 10 
percent discount for anyone who 
shows up in PJs, Better still, they'll 
knock 20 percent off your bill if you 
arrive in the clothes you wore the 
night before— assuming, of course, 
that those clothes spent the night 
somewhere other than your closet. 


The cuisine: Hub 51 hasn't earned 
a following by serving innovative, 
eye-opening food. It's built a reputa- 
tion on familiar, comforting favorites. 
Whether this is your thing in the 
evening is up to you. But it's hard to 
deny that the approach transfers well 
to brunch, a meal that relies heavily on 
comforting favorites. 

Hub's kitchen serves up a long list 
of hits, from steak and eggs ($16) to 
strawberry waffles ($11), And true to 
form, the menu serves up snarky com- 
mentary (“whole wheat pancakes —no 
more of that half-wheat you've been 
hearing about") and a bit of whimsy 
(order Hamm's and eggs, and you get 
a can of Hamm's beer with your bacon 
and eggs). 

Though there are plenty of cre- 
atively worded menu items to tempt 
you, not all of them deliver. Our short 
ribs benedict ($14) had us wishing 
we'd played it safe with a Belgian waf- 
fle ($10) or even one of the huge egg 
sandwiches ($ 8) we saw passing by. 

All of the basics were on point, but 



the braised short ribs, the one devia- 
tion from tradition, lacked seasoning 
and depth. Familiar dishes fare much 
better. Blueberry pancakes ($10) are 
almost impossibly thick, yet not too 
heavy Topped with warm blueberry 


syrup, they're exactly what you want 
for brunch— whether you know it 
or not,

A little light 
goes a long way 
in tight spaces 

Situation: 1 want to make a small room feel larger and brighter. 

Solution: Use pale colors, good lighting and appropriately scaled furniture. 

IVe always been partial to small spaces, A large, open loft with floor- to- 
ceiling windows is nice, but it takes some real effort and creativity to 
make a small space work. 

There are two keys to getting the most out of your square footage: 
i) Edit out any extra bulk and clutter and 2) Make the most of your 
available light and views. 

To get you started, here are a few tips: 

•Choose furniture that fits the scale of your room. If you have one 
large item, balance it with smaller pieces. And avoid overcrowding a 
room. Edit it down and maintain openness by selecting furniture that’s 
visually slender. 

•Unless you’re going for a cozy, cave-like vibe, it’s usually best to stick 
with light wall colors that give the impression of more space in a small 
room. My personal favorites are grayish whites that look like a calm, 
blank sky— Benjamin Moore’s Horizon OC-53 and Behr’s Irish Mist 
790C-1 are two good bets. 

•Make sure your room has adequate lighting. Lone overhead bulbs 
tend to wash out and flatten a space. To bring out the dimensions of a 
room, use a few table or floor lamps to light the best parts and illumi- 
nate dark corners, 

•Surfaces that reflect light will create the illusion of a bigger space. 
Accessorize with a large mirror, a glazed ceramic vase or a metal side 
table, 

•Here’s a decorator’s trick: Hang lightweight, floor-length curtains at 
the edges of the windows so they barely conceal the trim. The well- 
positioned decoration will give the impression that your view extends 
behind the curtain, 

• If you own your own place, consider painting your floors. The con- 
cept of covering beautiful wood floors is shocking for many people, but 
it’s a technique that’s often used in countries such as Sweden, where 
winter sunshine is limited, A pale floor reflects natural light and makes 
a room appear larger.

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Inside the Mediterranean diet

It’s been nearly 30 years since researchers 
first recognized the health benefits of the 
Mediterranean diet, which is characterized by 
high consumption of vegetables, fruits, nuts, 
legumes, cereals, seafood and olive oil, along 
with a moderate amount of alcohol and rela- 
tively little meat or dairy 

But apparently, they’ve never tried to figure 
out which of those components deserves the 
credit. 

Now researchers from the University of 
Athens Medical School in Greece and the 
Harvard School of Public Health have exam- 
ined the relative contribution of each of 
these foods and determined that moderate 
alcohol consumption seems to play the biggest 
role in reducing mortality The results were 
published online this week in the British 
Medical Journal. 

The team analyzed dietary data collected 
from 23,349 Greeks ages 20 to 86 who filled out 
food surveys and were followed for an average 
of 8 1/2 years. Researchers controlled for factors 
such as age, gender, smoking status, amount of 
exercise and BMI. 


Overall, they confirmed that people who ate 
a Mediterranean diet were healthier than those 
who didn’t. There were 652 deaths among the 
12,694 people who didn’t follow the diet closely 
(a mortality rate of 5 percent), compared with 
423 deaths among the 10,655 tfor a 4 

percent mortality rate). 

Alcohol alone accounted for 24 percent of 
the total benefit, the researchers found. Most 
of that came in the form of wine consumed 
with meals. 

Unlike with alcohol, none of the foods was 
associated with health outcomes in a statisti- 
cally significant way— that is, the differences 
observed could have been due to chance. 

However, the researchers churned through 
the data and calculated that low meat con- 
sumption was responsible for 17 percent of the 
upside of following a Mediterranean diet. That 
was followed by 16 percent from high consump- 
tion of vegetables and 10 percent to ii percent 
each from eating lots of fruits and nuts, olive 
oil and legumes. 

The amount of cereals, dairy products and 
seafood eaten didn’t appear to make much 
difference.

Tributes to Michael Jackson pour 
in as police investigate his death

LOS ANGELES Police investigating Michael Jackson’s death looked into 
his medical treatment Friday, seeking to interview one of the pop king’s 
doctors and seizing a car that they said may contain drugs or other evi- 
dence. 

As medical examiners began an autopsy 
for Jackson, police towed a BMW from his 
rented home “because it may contain medi- 
cations or other evidence that may assist the 
coroner in determining the cause of death,” 
police spokeswoman Karen Rayner said. 

She said the car belongs to one of Jackson’s 
doctors whom police wanted to interview. 

Rayner said she did not know the doctor’s 
identity and stressed the doctor was not 
under criminal investigation. 

The autopsy began Friday morning and was expected to last several 
hours. 

An official determination on cause of death was not expected for 
weeks or longer, until more sophisticated tests are completed. 

In a 911 call released by fire officials, a caller reports Jackson was on a 
bed and not breathing or responding to CPR. 

The unidentified caller said Jackson only was with his personal doc- 
tor at the time. The pop star died later Thursday afternoon at UCLA 
Medical Center. 

The White House weighed in for the first time Friday afternoon, with 
a spokesman saying President Obama saw Jackson as a spectacular per- 
former and music icon whose life nonetheless had sad and tragic aspects. 
The House of Representatives observed a moment of silence. 

Jackson died after being stricken at his rented home in the posh Los 
Angeles neighborhood of Holmby Hills. Paramedics tried to resuscitate 
him for three-quarters of an hour there before rushing him to the hos- 
pital. 

His brother Jermaine said Michael apparently suffered cardiac arrest, 
an abnormal heart rhythm that stops the heart from pumping blood to 
the body It can occur after a heart attack or be caused by other heart 
problems.
